WILLIAM PEYE. 

Bethel haseyer been represented 
by able, cool headed members of 
the legal profession since 1820. -In 
the earlier years she had little 
need of legal guides as matters 
of dissension could usually be -set¬ 
tled by the parties themselves or 
by justices of the peace, wno were 
generally considered authority on 
matters pertaining to law. 

In 1820, not long after being ad¬ 
mitted to the bar, William Frye 
came to Bethel from Fryeburg and 
began the practice of law, and here 
for more than thirty five years did 
he continue the practice. 

Eight years after coming to Beth¬ 
el he married Lois,.daughter of. 
Simeon Twitchell who survived her 
husband by thirty five years,. She 
died in 1889. y ; 

Mr. Frye was .highly esteemed 
in Bethel from the first and at the 
time of his death, which occurred 
Feburay 18, 1854, • he held the re¬ 
spect of the entire community. 
The value of his service was 
known and appreciated beyond the 
bounds, of his ordinary practice. 

He received the appointment of 
county attorney twice, and twice 
was he sent as Representative to 
the Legislature. He was also twice 
chosen a. member of the State Sen¬ 
ate. For eighteen years he served 
as school commissioner for Ox¬ 
ford. county. As a lawyer -.Mr. 
Frye was highly esteemed being 
of a peaceable turn of mind he ever 
discouraged litigation- with his 
clients even where there were large 
prospects of financial gain to him¬ 
self. "This gave his clients' confi¬ 
dence in him and they trusted him 
to a degree not often reached.

Business at the creamery during the 
year • justfclosed has been; very good, 
and the farmers have realized a good 
price for their cream. The total amount 
of butter made lor the year ending Dec; 
1st, 1895, was 107,794pounds. The.total 
receipts for this butter, were §23,030.02, 
the receipts for cream, buttermilk, etc! 
Were §707.50, making the total receipts 
§23,737.52, The expense of running the 
creamery, including help, and collect¬ 
ing cream was §4,486.32. The monthly 
price" paid patrons for the butter was as 
follows: Dec J1894, 21c., Jan. 1895, 191-2 
c., Feb. 18c., March, 16 3-4c., April 15c., 
May 14 l-2c., June 15c., July 17c.. Aug. 
20c., Sept. 21 l-2c., Oct. 19c., Nov. 17 
l-2e. The lowest amount paid any 
month was 14 l-2c., in May, and the 
highest amount was the September pay¬ 
ment which was 21 l-2e. The average 
amount for the year paid patrons was 
about 18' cents-per pound. The high 
[price paid ^during-.' the year should 
encourage the farmers to no more this 
year, we believe that iu no. other way 
can the farmer obtain so much for his 
cream. The factory has been handled

She 
married a man by the name of 
Curtis, a carpenter arid builder by 
trade. They lived at the South. 
End for many years,then moved to 
Brooklyn, N. Y., where' they now 
reside.; They have accumulated a 
snng little fortune, and live at 
their ease. ' , 

Jane, the youngest, went to Bos¬ 
ton" when about eighteen years 
Did, where she always lived. J 
learii she is now jdead, but do not 
know the date. The mother, one 
son j and two daughters died within 
three years. The old-gentleman 
married for his second wife Susan' 
Copes of Gilead, They moved to 
Grafton and settled, where they 
lived many years;. After her death, 
he went to live with his son, Hen¬ 
ry at Gileadf wLere he died at a 
good old age. I can remember him 
and his family from ray earliest 
recoloctions. He had a large farm, 
kept a large stock of cattle and 
sheep, and always had the largest

These smiles were always 
peculiarly gratifying to Keoka; for her 
grandfather had shown her how to lure 
the, sly trout to the. treacherous . hook) 
and she was anxious to exhibit to . him 
palpable proofs of the improvement she 
had made in the art he had .taught her. 

During these excursions., Mettallak 
would often impress on the mind of 
Keoka a few ’lessons of moral duties; 
although he was not much learned, in 
the- science of ethics he was able to paint 
many of the scenes and dangers which 
might beset the path of. a young and 
handsome girt in her" intercourse, with 
civilized society, yet he cautioned 
Keoka to beware of the craftiness,of the 
whiteman. Thill was,..the never failing 
text, and he preached from- it. with all, 
the eloquence he was.master of. ‘ 

Chastity has ever ' been considered 
among the Aborigines in this section .of 
our country a great virtuej—'“the im¬ 
mediate jewel of their souls.” ' Their 
laws for the punishment of licentious¬ 
ness have, always been more; rigorous 
and severe than those in. civilized .com¬ 
munities, and enforced with more eer- 
tainty. Mettallak in common with Ms. 
red brethren of the forest looked upon 
chastity as one of the . brightest orna¬ 
ments of his,race; hence.his.great anx¬ 
iety to guard his, beloved grandchild 
against the arts and. wiles of the 
Reducer. He feared the power, of the 
white man more than any other; for his 
fear he had sufficient reasons, as the fol¬ 
lowing facts -and circumstances will 
more clearly show. » ; V 
Some two or three years: after his 
marriage with Kebka, according to the 
laws and ceremonies of the, tribe to 
which, he belonged, he was abs.entfrom 
his. Lodge, on a hunting excursion. 
While thus absent, from his bome a 
white man - came- to his Lodge, and. 
sought .shelterfor!the .night, He. was^ 
freely admitted to tEe'enjoyment of such 
as the Lodge afforded. Mettaliat’s 
wife treated him with kindness and 
hospitality. This white man.was on an 
exploring expedition up the river, and 
finding this Indian woman alone, he 
conceived the hellish-purpose of defil¬ 
ing the marriage bed of this chaste and 
virtuous couple, but all his, attempts 
proved abortive. The virtue of Keolfh 
,withstood'all Eis vile arts-Dind shame-, 
less attacks*. Civilized as, he was, or 
pretended to be, ye.the was taught a 
lesson from the unprotected, untutored 
female.' In the morning he left the 
Lodge with a stinging consciousness of 
his own degradation, and passed up the 
river. He well knew- if Mettallak re¬ 
turned before he got out of the woods 
that his life would he in danger. The 
penalty .of the Indian law. for such 
offences is death upon the spot. There 
is no wadiug through a long and tedious 
trail, and he.was well eno.ugh acquain- 
' with the Indiii-.’s code to know; 


judge or jury, if Mettallak should meet 
him after he had learned the story of 
the wrong and outrage attempted on 
his wife. 

- Harassed by these fears he hurried 
through his business on the -river, and 
returned With all possible despatch; 
but before he did so,. Mettallak! had 
arrived at his Lodge and, heard the 
amount of his outrages from the lips of 
Keoka—from those lips which never 
uttered a falsehood.. With a fixed, 
unalterable purpose to be revenged for. 
this wrong, Mettallak left his camp and 
stationed himself on the hank of the 
river to watch the return of the white 
man. The wily Indian, expected he 
would return in the night, and constant¬ 
ly kept up his vigils. The second night 
of his watching he heard the sound of 
a paddle some distance up the river. 
The moon shone brightly . upon the 
•waters of the Magalloway, and not a 
sound was beared to break the Stillness 
of the night except the gentle motion of 
the paddle, through the water. Mettal¬ 
lak had placed himself in a position so 
that he could see quite a distance up 
stream. Soon the boat hearing the 
object of his: revenge, made its appear 
ance upon the. smooth and shining 
bosom of the river. Steadily it moved 
along with the aid i of the current and 
paddle to a point nearly opposite to the 
bunch of alders in which Mettallak 
lay concealed, when the sharp report of 
a. gun was heard; at that moment the 
white man fell over the side of the boat, 
and plunged beneath the w.aters.—The 
boat having received a gentle impetus 
from the falling body, shot towards the 
bank of the river where Mettallak had 
taken his position. He.took from it an 
axe and gun, and threw them into the 
river and they sank beside their owner. 
Mettallak went to his Dodge and felt as 
though he had. executed a good and] 
wholesome law. Death was the penalty 
which ho believed to be due to such 
offences. In this faith he had grown up 
and henee he did not feel that guilt 
pressed upon his conscience which the 
murderer in cold blood must necessarily 
feel. ‘ 

This incident in Mettallak’s life was 
ever fresh to his memory. For this 
single attempt upon the virtue of his 
wifeJie pronounced a sleeping ju’dg-; 
mentupon the whole race. He believed 
they, formed one„great community of 
libertines, seeking the indulgence of' 
grosser passions, and .regarding no law 
either human or divine. With these 
impressions of the white man’s charac¬ 
ter still clinging to his mind, it is not 
strange that he felt a deep interest and 
even a painful solicitude for, the future 
of the only being who bore, his wife’s 
name. He knew young Keoka was 
destined to mingle in the , society of the 
white man, and to meet the allurements 
andfascinatipns of a civilized, hut wick¬ 
ed world, without any Indian relatives 
except her mother, to advise,and '■.pro¬ 
tect‘her... Although he never saw her 
face or form, being blind when brought 
to ber father’s house, yet he felt that 
she was beautiful'. Her musical voice, 
ready wit, playful humor, and aptness to 
learn thqse'artsin which.,he had taken 
so much delight In. his, earlier life, and 
what is more,, perhaps, than all the rest, 
her strong attachment to him, thorough¬ 
ly convinced him- that she would he- 
come.a beautiful, fascinating- woman. 

For. a period.of nearly-two-years she 
had b.een.the companion-of-this honest 
old-Indian. She had led him over the 
fiqltls and. woods by. day, and slept with 
him on his rnoose-skin couch by night.- 
During this whole time he ne.ver lost an 
opportunity, whenlie thought it was a 
goocLone, to impress upon her mind-the 
necessity, "of guarding, herself against 
‘the. tricks and .blandishments of the 
white man.. As wo have'seeh, he had 
taught her to. ensnare,littie trout in the 
brooks, and iu addition to this, she had 
learnt something . of archery from the 
same schoolmaster.- With her well 
strung bow and, curiously wrought 
arrow she would sometimes stop the 
chippering music of the squirrel, and 
topple him down from the branch to 
the Yodt of the tree; but whenever she 
made these lucky hits with Her arrow; 
or: drew a trout from the sparkling 
brook, she was always sure to; receive an 
instruction from, the .olcl man. On such 
occasions he'would caution her. against 
the stratagems of the enemy,: drawing 
wisdom from her .’ childish sports,, and 
finding “sermons in stones, and hooks 
inrunning .brooks.” '• * 

.Thus the jponths.rolled on, and the 
time.had. now come, when death, had 
laid. his . icy. hand uponher., faithful 
friend anfi: .mbji\tor. His heart had 
ceased to hert, and his lips, which.had 
tau'glithey so many , valuable., lessons

. BEES FORM FRIENDSHIPS. 

Experience* of a Young Man to ffkM 
They Took a XiUing. - 

“I always loved bees,” said the young 
man. ihjjold-bpwed glasses behind th[e 
.dairy, counter as he handed down a 
honeycomb for the inspection of an idle ; 
customer, according to the New York : 
Sun. “When 1 was on the farm,” he 
continued, “I could go all about the 
hives and not get stung, and none of 
the others dared go near the bees. We 
used to have an old farmer come around 
and tend to the swarms, but one day . 
when I was a boy, working in the fields 
I heard a great humming noiBe up in , 
the air and saw a swarm a-cOming. 
Well, I picked Up a tin pan that was 
there and hammered on it till the bees 
settled on the end of a fence rail. Then 
I thought 1' eonld tend to the swarm as 
well as the old farmer, so I got an old* 
hive, washed it out with honey and wa¬ 
ter, rubbed my hands and arms with, 
burdock juice and honey water, and 
went at the bees. I got them off that 
rail by the handful and they never 
stung me. . 

“After'that I regularly tended to the 
bees. Whenever there wasa swarm I 
rolled np my sleeves, took off my shoes 
and hat, and went at them. I have 
taken therefrom all sorts of places, but 
I was never stung only once. They’d 
light on my head by the dozen and 
crawl through my hair. That used to- 
send cold chills down by back.. Some¬ 
times my arms were so covered with 
bees that from wrist to elbow you 
couldn’t see the flesh. The one time 
When I was stung I had found a swarm 
on a high limb and was se wingit off, and' 
at the same time holding on to it that it 
should not fall to the ground with the, 
bees. In doing this I squeezed one of 
the bees, and it flew straight at my 
temple and stung me just above the 
eye. Since I leftrthe farm the folks have 
given up the bee business. There’s no . 
doubt aljoutit, bees like somefolks and 
hate others, and I don’t know any rea¬ 
son forlhe difference.” ' •

Af.er some preliminary routine busi¬ 
ness the house adjourned. 

Washington, Jan. 8.—The free silver bill 
was reported in the senate as. a substitute for 
the house bond bill. Senator Chandler caused 
aUyely discussion on a popular loan schema 
of his own. Senator Vest replied to Senator 
bnerman s recent financial speech 
Washington, Jan. 9,-The Republican ca 
cus. after a very stormy session, agreed to ia- 
struct the finance committee that the Din-lev 
tariff biUbe reported without amendment and 
passed in that form. 

Washington, Jan. 10.-Resolutions were 
troduced in the senate against any foreign 
power acquiring territory in this hemisphera 
and asking the president to sea if England has 
encroached on Venezuela, and if so, to stop it.
